(Atlanta time), 
after President John L. Lewis an- 
nounced at 8:38 p. m. that the 
United Mine Workers’ policy com- 
mittee had voted unanimously “to 
restore all mines to immediate op- 
eration for a period of 15 days be- 
ginning Tuesday.” 

This period, Lewis said, will be 
utilized in co-operation with Fuel 
Administrator Ickes, designated by 
President Roosevelt to direct gov- 
ernment operation of the mines, in 
working out new wage contracts 
to replace those which have ex- 
pired in the hard and soft coal 


industries.

Malaria Fever 


Although the latest reports 
\show that less than 1 per cent of 
ithe civilian population in the 
southeast is now infected with ma- 
laria, even such a small percentage 
could start an epidemic among the 
concentration of troops within the 
crowded area of the Fourth Serv- 
ice Cominand, in the opinion of 
Colonel Dwight Kuhns, command- 
ing officer of the Fourth Se-rvice 
Command laboratory at Fort Mc- 
Pherson. 

To strengthen the malaria con- 
trol program in the Army, a school 
for officers and enlisted men over 
the entire command has been in- 
augurated at the laboratory and 
each week 25 enlisted technicians 
are sent from the various stations 
for a week’s intensive study in ma- 
larial prevention and control. 

Both classroom and field prob- 
lems are under the direction of 
Major Stanley Carpenter, chief of 
the laboratory’s entomological

Classroom 
lectures include identification of 
larvae and adult mosquitoes, while 
the field problems include collec- 
tion and the technique used to con- 
trol mosquito-collection areas.

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Postwar Economics 

Tt is estimated there is, in this country 
today, some ninety billions of dollars in the 
form of cash deposits in banks and other 
financia! institutions and in convertible securi- 
ties. 

There will be, beyond doubt, an increase in 
this total as the war progresses. Every purchase 
of War Bonds adds to the sum. 

Furthermore there has been, since the war 
began, a general liquidation of instalment and 
similar debts. Individuals who were accustomed 
to purchasing many articles on the instalment 
plan have completed their payments without 
taking on fresh obligations. This means there 
is a large reserve of consumer credit to be 
added to the accumulation of savings. 

All of which means there will be a large 
backlog of consumer purchasing power to 
provide the incentive for production when the 
war is over and as soon as manufacturers can 
convert their plants from war to peace pro- 
duction. 

Of course much of the possibility for further 
eccumulations along these lines depends upon 
the fiscal policy of the government as the war 
sores on. Increasing taxation rates may tend to 
fower the proportion of the national income 
«hich goes into savings. But, regardless of 
this, the savings of the nation as a whole 
seem bound to increase. 

The importance of this accumulated pur- 
chasing power is understood when it is realized 
it will be the condition which will create jobs 
after the war for the millions who will return 
to civilian life from the armed services and 
for other millions who are now working in war 
industry and will face the necessity of finding 
new, peacetime, employment. 

There is good reason to believe that this 
accumulated consumer purchasing power will 
prevent any serious depression or extensive 
unemployment after the war, always provided 
that private industry and government co-oper- 
ate in advance preparations for the problems 
of peacetime economy and for the orderly, 
gradual return to peacetime conditions of work 
and of living. 

On the fiscal side there must be continued 
and improved control of wages and prices so 
as to prevent disastrous inflation of currency 
and parallel efforts to forestall any wide cur- 
rency deflation which would, just as certainly, 
bring depression and national] disaster. 

But the fact remains, if money value is held 
reasonably stable, if national accumulation of 
savings continues for the wars duration, if 
all of us practice utmost economy in persona! 
expenditures, there will be a demand for goods 
after the war which will provide jobs for all 
the 30,000,000 who, it is estimated, will then be 
seeking new employment.

Victory Co-operation 

Americans were given a fine example of the 
co-operation that will go a long way in helping 
to win the war in the announcement that 
Gienn L. Martin's “Marene” cell has been mrde 
evailable to the government under a free 
license. The cell, which gets its name from 
“Martin Engineering.” is one of the more im- 
portant devices that have been developed 
recently. It is adaptable as a_ self-sealing 

bullet proof) gas tank for airplanes or for 
converting a boxcar to a tanker. 

In his letter to authorities authorizing the 
free license, Martin, one of the best plane build- 
ers in the country, said he hoped by this con- 
tribution to “hasten the day of victory.” 

Further, Martin said, it was in keeping with 
the spirit of the Aircraft War Production Coun- 
cil, embracing practically all of the nation’s 
airplane manufacturers. This group was form- 
ed to exchange engineering and manufacturing 
information, technique, trade secrets, mate- 
rials, equipment and even personnel. This is 
an inspiring example of group co-operation.

Widened Opportunity 

Transfer of the Civil Air Patrol from the 
Office of Civilian Defense to the War Depart- 
ment undoubtedly will offer a widened oppor- 
tunity for service on the part of the CAP. 

Too often a stepchild, the @ivil Air Patrol 

has done a vast amount of work which, for 
reasons best known to the Army, has been 
kept from the public eye. 
* The transfer will simplify the setup under 
which the CAP has been operating, in which 
the nominal control of the Office of Civilian 
Defense has been supported by the inclusion 
in the Washington command of Army Air Corps 
officers. This dual control is now eliminated 
and the CAP becomes a part of the Army even 
though it retains its voluntary status, for the 
present at any rate. 

The chief function of the CAP has been 
patrol of the sea frontiers—at least this has 
been the most vital work—with the pilots and 
observers flying over the ocean in light land 
planes, usually their own. Some have been 
lost, some have been injured, yet the work 
has been expanded and maintained at the 
strength asked of CAP by those responsible for 
the coast patrol. Every man has been a volun- 
teer serving without pay. 

The other functions of the CAP have been 
many and varied. One of the principal benefits 
has been the reservoir of trained men and 
women channeled through CAP into the armed 
services and other categories of defense work. 

Under the War Department, CAP will have 
a new opportunity to continue the service it 
has rendered the country.

Don’t Get Lost 

It is strange commentary upon the migra- 
tory habits of Americans, but thousands of 
casualty and other important messages sent 
by the War and Navy Departments at Wash- 
ington, to the next of kin of men in the armed 
services, have been returned by the postoffice 
because the addressees have moved, have left 
no forwarding address and are impossible to 
trace, 

The average man or woman would naturally 
believe that, when a man is serving his country 
in its armed services and, unfortunately, it 
becomes necessary to send to his designated 
“next of kin” one of those sad missives which 
read: “The War Department regrets to inform 
you—” said next of kin would be sure they 
were easily found. 

The American Red Cross Home Service divi- 
sion is doing its best to trace all persons to 
whom these unclaimed messages have been 
sent. In some instances, it is reported, it has 
required months of careful work to find the 
sought individuals. 

All of which emphasizes the importance of 
always providing the local postoffice with for- 
warding address whenever the place of resi- 
dence is changed. Especially if one or more 
members of the family is in the armed Services.

ONE WORD MORE

“YOU ASK YOURSELF—” For a while he was in command 
of a land base. I| flew with him 


once, down to the sea and back, making a landing in a storm on @ 
small unlighted field, lashed with rain, with darkness on the edges 
of it, 

He went to sea and he was back for a time a day ago. We 

talked about the strike. 

“Well,” he said, “what can you say about it? 
We go out for 30 days and there isn't much 
sleep. There are the ships in the convoy to 
watch by day and all the constant intensity of 
listening and looking and watching. 

“You stick your head into the ice and wind 
of winter and you work day and night. On the 
first tour we averaged three and a half hours 
sleep a night for 30 days. 

“When we got back there was the news in 
the paper of a strike here and there. All the 
men looked at one another. 4n the ward room 
we looked at one another. There wasn’t much 
to say. There was a great wonder about it. 
About all men did, tired and unshaven and 
weary to the bone, was to look at one another 
and say, ‘Now, what the hell do you think of 
that?” I ask you, now. What do you make of 
it?” And then you see a lot of lips grow thin 

and tight and you hear some curses. 

“That was bad enough. But this time we came back after 
another 30 days with no news all that time. And when we get 
back to port we see that John Lewis is going to call the miners out 
and defy the board set up to care for disputes. 

“What did they say? Well, about the same things. Only this 
time I saw more lips grow thin and white and the curses weren't as 
low as before. They don’t like it. They don’t understand it. They 
asked themselves what use there was in what they were doing if 
this went on at homhe. Then they seem to think maybe there is 
some use in it if only they can get it done and come back to set 
things straight the way they think they should be set.” 

His own lips were thin and white and so I changed the subject 
and asked him if he had got to fly any. And he said he had. One 
day he took up one of the newest and fastest single-seaters, and— 
but that is another story. 


EGO-MANIACS I don’t think John Lewis knows the damage he 
has done. An ego-maniac never does. He 
sees only himself and his own swollen angers and hates. 

The man hates Roosevelt. He has lied to his men and, I guess, 
to himself. He has told them there is an effort to keep down their 
wages. 

This is not true. 

There isn't much doubt but that the miners would have got the 
$2 extra per day because of the recent court decision in the west 
that miners be paid from the time they enter the mine until they 
leave tt. They now are paid from the time they reach the face of 
coal and start digging. They use up an average of 45 minutes each 
way, coming in and going out. 

This is not a dispute over wages, as most persons seem to think 
and as John L. Lewis has tried to let the people and his miners 
think, , 

There is federal machinery set up for the dispute. John L. 
Lewis refused to deal with it except on his own terms and within 
time limits which he himself set. The raise would come, | think, 
if he would let it. 

Let us be honest and tell the-whole story. There are some of 
the operators who wanted the strike for the same reason Lewis 
wanted it—to embarrass the administration. Let it be said again 
there are others with John Lewis who want to win the war—after 
they have destroyed Roosevelt. 

I guess they, too, are ego-maniacs. 

Lewis wants to destroy, also, all the other leaders of labor and 
make himself head of the whole labor movement. The ego-maniacs 
who support him might think of that. He would turn on them 
when he could. 

This thing isn’t going to be settled when it is settled. Too many 
persons at home; too many sailors at sea, too many men fingering 
rifles in the dark places of battle have had their lips go thin and 
white fer this thing to be settled when it is settled.

Shearing Sheep That Haven't 
Grown Any 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


When John L. Lewis recently said that great profits made by 
“war millionaires” would cause inflation, he was playing shrewd 
demagogue politics but talking economic nonsense. 

If 500 men had incomes of 50 million, they would still consume 
only a small quantity of butter, meat, shoes, clothing and other 
commodities. They couldn't cause inflation. 

If millions of people haye extra money to spend, the only re- 
sult is good times if producers can provide all they wish to buy. 

Inflation comes when demand exceeds supply—when millions 
hack pockets full of money and goods are scarce. Money has no 
value where our men are fighting, because there is nothing to buy. 
It loses value at home when people have more than they can spend. 

They can waste it, of course, but they can't buy things they 
want. The quantity of money in the pockets of customers is greater 
than the total value of the goods offered for sale. So, in effect, 
the customers bid against one another to get what they want. If 
$] articles are scarce, some frantic buygr will pay $2 to “get his 
share” before the last one is gone. 

Prices keep climbing, despite ceilings, simply because people 
with extra spending money are willing to pay too much. Price 
doesn’t matter to one who has the money and is determined to get 
what he wants before somebody else gets it. And the result is 
inflation. Prices go up till it takes a dollar to buy a bean. 

The Treasury says we have 35 billion dollars more than we can 
spend. And that money must somehow be “recovered” by the 
Treasury, by taxation or bond sales, or it will throw its weight 
around in the markets and ruin all of us. 

This 35 billion of new income is war profit. It is what the 
worker or manufacturer or producer is making over and above what 
he made before the war. (That figure does not represent the 
wartime increase of national income, but it will serve as illus- 
tration.) 

If this new money—this war-profit money—is a menace, and 
must be recovered by the Treasury, the simple and logical method 
would be to tax increase of income. Take a citizen's average pree 
war income; deduct it from his present income, and take the dife 
ference as a tax—or give him bonds for it. We can't recover ware 
profit income by soaking taxpayers whose incomes haven't ine

WASHINGTON, May 2.—(/)— 
The text of President Roosevelt’s 
radio address on coal follows: 


I am speaking tonight to the 
American people and in particular 
to those of our citizens who are 
coal miners. 

Tonight this country faces a se- 
rious crisis. We are engaged in a 
war on the successful outcome of 
which depends the whole future of 
our country. 

After the years 
we have moved into active and 
continuing battle with our ene- 
mies. We are pouring into the 
world-wide conflict everything 
that we have—our Young men and 
the vast resources of our nation. 

I have just returned from a two- 
week tour of inspection on which 
I saw our men being trained and 
our war materials made.

Everywhere I found great «ager- 
ness to get on with the war.

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National Posture Week 
Emphasizes Good Health 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


When you pick up something 
from the floor, do you bend your 


back or your knees? When you 
wash dishes or iron, do you bend 
from your hips or in the middle of 
your spine? And when gou work 
at a desk, do you bend forward at 
the hips, through your shoulders, 
or at your neck? In walking, do 
you throw your shoulders back 
and your chest out? And how do 
you point your toes? 

It’s National Posture Week and 
this little quiz is quite in order. 
if some of your azxswers are 
wrong, it is because you were. 
taught wrong when you were 
growing up. But it is high time 
to unlearn the wrong things. We 


are all trying to work harder and | 


for longer hours, and poor posture 
is a waste of energy. Working in 
poor posture makes you tire more 
guickly, and when you are tired 
it is easier to slump. Then, gradu- 
ally, bad posture becomes habit. 


Sometimes it seems easier to do 
a thing the wrong way. When you 
pick up an object from the floor, 
it may come natural to you to 
swoop down with a bend at the 
waist, knees straight, and pick it 
up. But bending in that way is one 
of the most. common causes of 
strain — particularly when some- 
thing heavy is lifted. It is so im- 
portant to lift correctly that wom- 
en in the war plants are being 
taught how to do it scientifically. 
The correct way is to put one foot 
slightly forward, bend both knees, 
keep your back perfectly straight, 
and make the forward bend of the 
trunk at the hip joints. 

Now that we are all going to 
be doing a lot of odd jobs we 
never had to do before, it is nec- 
essary to make a habit of a good 
working posture. I gardened for 


four hours yesterday. I raked, 
weeded, and picked up sticks and | 


I worked. Not once did I bend my 
back instead of my knees. Well, 


unaccustomed as I am to garden- 
ing, I didn’t have even a twinge 
of protest from my back muscles. 
Now you will probably jump to 
the conclusion that the only time 
I think about my posture is when 
I am planning to write about it or 
when I am bent over a typewriter. 
To me, posture is almost more im- 
portant than exereise, The con- 
tinual practice of good posture is 
the best exercise there is. 

All forward bending should be 
done from the hips, never with 
sections of your spine. The only 
posture rules you have to remem- 
ber are “up” and keeping a 
straight line from the top of your 
head to the base of your spine. 
These apply, whether you are just 
sitting or standing, or walking or 
working. You should not throw 
your shoulders back and your 
chest out as you walk. You should 

ull up, keep your spine in a 
ns g line, shoulders relaxed, 
and point your toes straight ahead. 
For a fact, toeing out makes thick 
ankles—and it also dates you as 
past 40, because you would have 
to be about that old to have been 
taught to toe out.

Vegetables Vs. Flowers. 

“The beans, carfots, beets and 
tomatoes were planted in what last 
year were gorgeous gardens. These 
vegetables were surrounded by 
gorgeous hibiscus, gougainvillaea 
and rare flowers and shrubs. 

“To plow up the school yards 
and plant vegetables there would 
not require so much effort. Tools 
for this work can be borrowed 
from the parks and from the State 
Highway Department. 

“It’s true that plowing up the 
school yards might ruin some 
pretty grass lawns, but who can 
eat grass? 

“And then, too, it will help to 
teach our young children some of 
the civic responsibilities that will 
later be heaped upon their shoul- 
ders.
